hand and seal the Amount of the yearly Income and Emoluments of each of said 
Officers in said Court, on an Average of seven years next preceding the 1st day 
of January 1823; and that such Certificate should remain and be filed in the 
office of the Auditor General in Dublin Castle, there to remain, and be conclu- 
sive as to all such matters, and to the purposes of said Act : — 

I, the Right honourable Thomas Lord Manners, Lord High Chancellor of 
Ireland, have accordingly, on the Petition of John Brenan, Esq. one of the Six 
Clerks of His Majesty’s High Court of Chancery of Ireland, caused inquiry to be 
made into the Salary and Emoluments of his said office of Six Clerk of said 
Court :
